T he 75-year-old form er Jurist of 
th e Pennsylvania m iddle d istrict is 
asking $24,16665 In back salary as 
well as restoration d uring the re ­ 
m ainder of his life of th e $10,000 s a l­ 
ary ho was receiving w hen he resig n ­ 
ed from the bench In Ju n e . 1945. 
Johnson resigned w hile the House 
judiciary com m ittee w as Investigat­ 
ing his conduct. He contends th a t an 
act of Congress b arrin g him from 
receiving and retire m en t benefits is 
unconstitutional.
